Vera Cruz, Mexico, January 14.— 
(Radio to Port Arthur, Texas.)— 
Adolfo’\ de la Huerta, leader of the

How can 
a person tell if his heart is weak, a 
lay person? 

This is the age of sit. 
stuff is just a harmless little label 
pasted on a package you're a little 
dilatory in delivering, or something 
like that. Our fondness for rush here 
in America is akin to our habit of 
kidding ourselves about our “work” 
and our nonchalant custom of 
thinking of the “high tension” of 
“big business” and the “nervous 
breakdown” from “overwork,” and 
al] that sort of thing. 

Physiology will never become suffi- 
ciently popular, I fear, to overtake 
the silly old fishiological absurdity of 
“nervous exhaustivn’’—as though the 
nerves were a source of energy’ in- 
stead of a mere system of commun- 
ication. Even medical literature is 
streaked through with this and allied 
absurdities. There are thousands of 
unhappy mortals this very minute 
entertaiping the utterly futile and 
untenable notion that their impaired 
health or incompetency is explained 
by “nerves” or “nervousness.”

The ide& that the prevalence of 
heart disease is increasing in this 
country may be correct. As well as 
we can judge from mortality tables 
there does seem to be a mounting 
death rate from cardio-vascular 
disease (which includes hardening of 
the arteries, chronic Bright’s disease, 
except valvular lesions,) or at any 
rate there is not the steady decline 
in the death rate per hundred thou- 
sand population that is apparent in 
the mortality statistics of nearly all 
the other important diseases. But to 
ascribe this to our national rush or 
hurry is to ignore all knowledge of 
pathology of cardio-vascular disease 
to attribute the heart disease rate to 
our national fondness’ for sitting 
around and eating enough to support 
a couple of honest workingmen. 

Recently an English doctor warned 
against golf for men beyond 50—he 
seemed to think a feller is likely to 
get excited over the game and overdo, 
putting a strain on his arteries and 
heart, and all that.

TIPS FOR 
TAXPAYERS 


Furnished by the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, Washington, 


"ILE RETURNS EARLY 
TODAY IF POSSIBLE, 
No. 16. 

Claims for deductions for losses on 
what is known as “wash sales’’—sale 
and immediate repurchase of securi- 
ties—are expressly disallowed by the 
revenue act of 1921. Under prior acts 
there was no provision which prohib- 
ited an owner of stocks or bonds from 
selling his securities at a price less 
than that for which they were pur- 
chased and deducting such loss, even 
though they were repurchased imme- 
diately. 

Under the present statute no deduc- 
tion is allowed “where it appears that 
within 80 days before or after such 
cale or disposition the taxpayer has 
nequired (other than by bequest or 
inheritance) substantially identical 
property and the property so acquired 
is held by the taxpayer for any period 
after such sale or disposition.” 

Owners of stocks and bonds cannot 
deduct from gross income amounts 
claimed as losses on account of shrink- 
age of values in such _ securities 
through fluctuations in the market or 
otherwise. ‘The foregoing applies only 
to owners and investors and not to 
dealers in securities, who, by means 
of the inventory, are given the bene- 
fit of shrinkage of securities in which 
they deal. 

As a general rule deductions for 
lossés are allowed for the year in 
which they are sustained. However, 


in order more clearly to reflect in- 
come, 


» loss in a year other than that in 
which actually sustained. The tax- 
payer. in his return or an amended 
1eturn, may deduct a loss only for 
the year in which sustained. If he 
desires to account for his loss as of 
another period, he must attgch to his 
return for that year a request for 


missioner, together with a complete 
statement of the facts. Allowance of 
deduction for a loss other than in the 
year in which sustained is entirely 
within the discretion of the commis- 
sioner and is allowed only in excep- 
tional cases,

F osdick Clear 
On Heresy Count 
In Church Probe 


New York, January 14.—The Bap- 
tist minister, Rev. Dr. Harry Emer- 
son Fosdick, whose allegedly heret:c 
utterances from his pulpit in the 
First Presbyterian churcn, have been 
the subject of investigation cy a spe- 
cial Committee of the New York Pres- 
bytery, was exonerated of the charges 
today, it holding that Rev. Dr. Fos- 
dick’s preachings had conformed ‘to 
the doctrines of the church. 

Just before the presbytery assem- 
bled, with scores of church laymen 
as a gallery, to receive the commit- 
tee’s report and approve it, a sensa- 
tion was caused by the announcement 
that the committee’s chairman, Dr. 
Edgar Whittaker Work, had resigned 
as pastor of the Fourth Presbyterian 
church. 

Dr. Work read the report, however, 
and concurred in it. Neither he nor 
his committee colleagues, who repre- 
sented the strongest churches in the 
presbytery, would discuss his resig- 
nation, except to say it had been 
prompted by ill health. 

“Shall the Fundamentalists Win?” 
a sermon in which Rev. Dr. Fosdick 
challenged critics of his liberal inter- 
pretation of the gospel version of the 
virgin birth, was understood to have 
contained the specific utterances on 
which the committee based its in- 
quiry. 


Under Fire a Year. 

While the Baptist minister was ab- 
solved of having violated Presbyterian 
doctrines in this sermon, its title 
was criticised by the committee as 
conducive te antagonism among fer- 
vent adherents to the Westminster 
confession of faith. The report con- 
cluded with a plea for more religious 
unity among churches of all denomi- 
nations. 

Rey. Dr. Fosdick, one of three pas- 
tors of First Presbyterian church, 
has drawn the fire of fyndamentalists 
since last Jenuary, when he began 
a series of sermons condemning lit- 
eral acceptance of the Articles of 
Faith and questioning the virgin 
birth and deity of Christ. 

The presbytery of Philadelphia al- 
ready had cited charges against him, 
in October, 1922, and it was reported 
he was to be tried before the general 
assembly of the church at Indianapo- 
lis in May, 1923. But Rev. Dr. Fos- 
dick’s own congregation, reinforced by 
votes of confidence taken among sev- 
eral eastern colleges, stood so solidly 
behind him that no steps to try him 
were taken, 


Attack Sustained. 


Rev. Dr. John Robertson of Cincin- 
nati resigned from the church because 
of Rev. Dr. Fosdick. Presbyterian 
congregations in this city demanded 
that he swear to the Westminster con- 
fession or give up his contract at the 
First Presbyterian. Fosdick resigned 
but his church would not release him. 

Last June the special committee 
which reported today was appointed 
to make certain “that the preach- 
ing in the First Presbyterian church 
of New York conforms to church doc- 
trines.” Throughout the months of 
its deliberations, Rev. Dr. Fosdick 
has continued his attack upon funda- 
mentalism, desisting only yesterday 
when it became known the commit- 
tee was prepared to report, 


Control Devices 
Ordered by I.C.C. 
On Class 1 Lines 


Washington, January 14.—Prac- 
tically every large railroad in the 
country will be required before Fe>- 
ruary, 1926, to equip supstautial por- 
tions of its mileage with automatic 
train control devices under the terms 
of an interstate commerce commission 
order issued today. 

The length of track on which pre- 
vious orders of the commission have 
required such installations is approx!- 
mately tripled by the step, which was 


taken as a result of several recent | 


wrecks of a type which the automatie 
control ig designed to prevent, such 
as that of the Twentieth Century 
Limited on the New York Central. 

The order was addressed to 92 ont 
of the 108 class one raiiroads in the 
country, teese controlling more than 
90 per cent of the total.rail mileage 
in the United States. 

The only class one railronds ¢x- 
empted from some requirement to in- 
stall automatic train control equip- 
ment are those whose credit or finan- 
cial situation makes it inadvisable.

Dr. Jones Describes Views 


:: DICUSSES CONTROVERSY BEFORE BAPTIST PASTORS :: 


Of Opposing Church Groups 


BY PIERRE VAN PAASSEN, 

An echo from the religious contro- 
versy in the east between fundamen- 
talists and modernists was heard in 


Atlanta Monday morning when. Dr, 
M. Ashby Jones, pastor of the Ponce 
de Leon Baptist church, described, 
without giving definitions, the atti- 
tudes of the two groups on the cur- 
rent controversy at the Baptist Min- 
isters’ conference held in the First 
Baptist church. 

“The fundamentalist is a man who 
adopts a certain attitude towards the 
creed he believes, not a man who 
adopts a certain creed. If he believes 
this creed he takes the attitude that 
it encompasses all truth essential to 
Christian faith and practice,” Dr. 
Jones said in opening his address. 

“And in taking a certain group of 
doctrines, he says they are final 
and essential and all others differ- 
ing from them are false. All physi- 
cal science, history psychology or phi- 
leosophy, which are not in harmony 
with these doctrines are branded as 
fals2 by the fundamentalist. The fun- 
damentalist has already a group of 
defined ideas on these subjects. All 
research which contradicts his tenets 
he terms false. 


Verbally Inspired Word. 


“The fundamentalists believe that 
the word of God is verbally inspired. 
Every word, every passage and every 
sentence in it. Their belief is that 
religion is fixed and finished. The 
Bibie is inspired on whatever subject 
it speaks, They admit that there 
may be certain errors in the copy and 
right there they haye opened the door 
to any number 6f changes. For if 
God had given verbal inspiration to 
every word on every subject, it would 
be logically inevitable that He would 
have also inspired the copyists. 

“The fundamentalist is under coer- 
cion to say to the scientist: ‘Search 
for truth all you want, but your find- 
ings must‘ come within certain limita- 
tions.” Most doctrines, in fact, in 
theinselves are only interpretations 
of the book. 

“There is, for instance, the doc 
trine of the atonement. If I hold a 
theory of the atonement to be funda- 
mental and essential to Christian re- 
ligion, where did I get my theory? It 
is my Own interpretataion. If I say 
this is fundamental I do not allow 
anyone else to interpret it. 

“The fundamentalist is essentially 
militant and bound by his conscience 
to cooperate only with those who be- 
lieve with him that a certain belief is 
fundamental and essential. He alone 
is the judge. He hunts out those, who 
do ret conform and pursues those who 
are out of harmony with his own 
views and would, in fact, eliminate 
those who do not accept the defini- 
tions of which he is the sole judge.” 


Modernist Point of View. 


Interpreting the modernist point of 
view, Dr. Jones moved along the same 
path of impartial statement of fact. 
“The modernists have never given a 
definition of their beliefs, not even 
the liberals in the Erpdscopal church. 
Theirs also is a certain attitude 
towards religion. The word ‘modern- 
ism’ was first used in connection with 
an attempt in the Roman Catholic 
church of people who tried to think 
for themselves. It was only a fee- 
ble, faint and flickering attempt and 
they did not persist very long. 

“The modernist believes in progres- 
sive revelation and increasing unfold- 
ment of God. His creed can never 
be fixed in any form of words. At its 
best it may be a tentative statement 
of revelation. 3 

“That is the story of the gradual 
manifestataion of God in the Bible, a 
wonderful continued story of the life 
of Cod with men. A God-man story, 
a man-God story. 

Awaited Birth of Jesus. 


“The modernist feels that at no 
time was there a full expression of 
revelation. Fullness and complete- 
ness never attained until Jesus’ birth. 
The modernist conception of revela- 
tion is not only contained in the book, 
in of tion, 
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must permeate the search for truth, 
for only the spirit can communicate 
to the spirit the deeper things of 
God. God makes his revelation to the 
individual heart and mind. The in- 
dividual has a right to go to God for 
his revelation. Individuals can make 
a church, but the church can not make 
an individual Christian.

“Baptists ought to cry aloud with 
rejoicing that this controversy has 
come into this world; For it will 
make clearer two vital distinctions. 
Everybody believes God reveals Him- 
self to men. God can communicate 
with the individual. There is the 
deen difference with agnosticism. 
That is where . Herbert Spencer's 
query comes in: ‘Can the infinite 
communicate with the finite? 

“The next question is how does 
He reveal Himself and to whom? 
There we have the vital difference 
with the creedal churches. They hold 
that God reveals Himself to the 
church. That's where originates the 
tyrannical ecclesiasticism of Rome. 
There the church is a reservoir of 
grace it represents God on earth. 
And this theory is held by many Bap- 
tists, I do not care whether they con- 
sider their supreme authority in a 
pope or in a district association. 

Gentleman’s Agreement. 

“The ministers of the Enpiscona 
church have broken the vehe of an 
authoritative church creed by a gen~ 
tleman’s agreement. They have taken 
the private right of interpretation, 
they have begun to think for them- 
selves. at we are witnessing i 
a revolt of the ministers against an 
attitude towards revelation.” 

# Dr. Jones concluded by saying that 

the kinship of the disciples of reli- 
gion is in the spirit rather than in 
the letter.”

Spring training always has been to 
me a sort of lark, and I think it is to 
most of the regulars who know how 
to prepare themselves and have no 
particular worry about their jobs, Dur- 
ing the off hours they can sit back and | 
have all the laughs. 

For some men, though, spring train- 
ing is very hard work. When the day 


is over they are quite ready to craw 


in bed at Y o'clock and nurse their 
sore muscles and bruises. There are 
some ball players, by the way, who 
never have had muscular soreness in 
the spring. Just why that is I do not 
know, unless it is that they have kept 
up their athletic exercises during the 
winter, Personally I never had any 
trouble at all in getting in shape. To 
tel] the truth the spring training was 
much easier to me than the hunting, 
basketball, indoor baseball and so On 
that I did during the winter. 

Always there has been an open dis- 
cussion as to the davantages of a long 
training trip ora short one. Some 
managers even contend that it is better 
to train pretty well north so that the 
players will not be affected by the 
sudden change in climate as they 
come back home. Clarke Griffith 
tried this scheme with good results 
in Virginia. The great majority, 
though, find it better to go far south 
where the players, due to the warmth,

Judge Sibley Addresses 
Meeting of Woman's Club 


“Americanization” was the subject of 
discussion at the Atlanta Woman's 


£ = «lab Monday afternoon, when Judge 


Samuel C. Sibley addressed a capac- 
ity audience at the regular meeting 
of the club. Other speakers appearing 
on the program were H. K. Bush- 
Brown, ex-Mayor Key and Mrs. M. 


C. Hardin, of the city planning board, 

vudge Sibley’s explanation of 
Americanization, or naturalization, 
proved of great interest to all pres- 
ent. He brought out the fact that 
raturalization had existed since the 
beginning of the nation and in this 
connection gave the many require- 
ments necessary for the foreigner to 
become a citizen of the United States. 

“The requirements of applicants 
ere five years continuous residence,” 
said Judge Sibley, “together with a 
declaration two years at least before 
application, of willingness to re- 
nounce former allegiance and purpose 
of citizenship, to be in favor of or- 
ganized government, not a polygam- 
ist in practice or belief and a show- 
ing of good moral character. He must 
renounce any title of nobility and 
must speak some English.” 


Causes of Exclusion. 


Judge Sibley stated that the causes 
for the exclusion of aliens included 
insanity, idiocy, contagious disease, 
alcoholism, paupers, vagrants, con- 
tract laborers, inability to read any 
language, conviction of crime, poly- 
gamists, anarchists, etc. 

“We want no. strife,” continued 
Judge Sibley, “we want good citizens. 
Laws are nothing of themselves, it 
is entirely with the people as to what 
value our laws are tu us; there must 
be public sentiment behind our laws 
te make them of any avail. We must 
show a spirit of friendliness to these 
strangers and not treat them with 
cold indifference. It is our duty indi- 
vidually to help them to be good citi- 
zens.” 

Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, president 
of the club, presided at the meeting 
and asked that Mrs. J. D. Evans, 
chairman of the Americanziation di- 
vision, present the speaker, Mrs. 
Evans in her introduction of Judge 
Sibley, gave several interesting inci- 
dents of her experience in this work, 
and introduced the speaker as a man 
who had possibly done more to fur- 
ther the cause of naturalization than 
any other official in the south.
